.today from settlers, the Indians 
have destroyed all the buildings 
and property where' they have

other foreigners 


being killed. 


"On account of lack of am- 


munition, Wallace Sheldon and 
Barrett Jones, two young men 
from Greenwich, Conn, who were 
conducting n large ranch and 


who last spring were successful 
in driving off the Indians, were 
compelled to abandon their prop- 
erty during the night, and after 
a long journey through the In- 
dian lines, succeeded in .getting 
out with only a skirmish iu which 
no one was injured.

thoroughly disheartened, it is 
said.
